work by the UJA-Federation of New York, the 92nd Street
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YM-YWHA, and the Metropolitan New York Region of the Jewish

subjects in the field of social work, social planning, and

refugee resettlement; he has served a number of universities as

a field faculty member in their graduate social work education

programs; and

charged with determining public policy; and
